TAIPEI (AP)—Rain fell in 
central and sowthern Taiwan 
Thursday.

“We are concerned about this 
situation first of all because the 
United States borders upon the 
Caribbean regiqp. awe therefore 
cannot escape ement in 
many of the effects produced 
international tensions in 
area. 


“We are also concerned about 
these tensions as a member of 
the Organization of American 
States. Any breach in peaceful 
and friendly relations among 
the American states has reper- 
cussions throughout the inter- 
American community.” 

The Caribbean unrest began 
after Fidel Castro took over as 
leader of Cuba. Seven Latin 
American Governments at the 
conference already have declar- 
ed they oppose interference by 
Premier Castro and his Cuban 
révolutionaries in the affairs of 
other Caribbean nations. 


Herter said that throughout 
the Caribbean there is a fer- 
ment of demand for im- 
provement and change. He said 
the movement for change has 
focused upon two main objec- 
tives: development of the eco- 
nomies of the countries of that 
region and exercise of a repre- 
sentative democracy based upon 
respect for the rights of man. 

Herter said this is as it 
should be, and added that the 
Government and people of the 
United States share these ob- 
jectives and wish to lend sup- 
port to their achievement by 
the peoples of all the American 
republics.

GENEVA PARK, Ont, 
Canada (AP)—The mention of 
colonialism set off a free-hitting 
affair of words Wednesday night 
between Eastern nation pane- 
lists and the Western audience 
at the conference of the Cana- 
dian Institute on Public Affairs. 

The speaker who lit the match 
was Dr. L. N. Palar, Indonesian 
ambassador to Canada.

The audience—throughout the 
week largely sympathetic to 
Eastern viewpoints, including 
accomplishments of Communist 
China—then got into the act. 

Members began groaning and 
asking about Communist ac- 
tions, especially in Hungary 
and Tibet. 

Kazushige Hirasawa, editor 
of The Japan Times, whose 
main speech of the evening con- 
demning communism was some- 
what buried beneath the discus 
sion barrage, expressed surprise 
at the East-West differences 
that the discussion indicated. 

“I don’t feel such a gap—but 
ap ntly there is such a gap.”

W. Berlin Court Rules Japan 
Must Give Up Seized Property 


BERLIN (AP)—West Berlin's 
International Restitution Court 
has ruled that Japan, Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Latvia must give 
up West Berlin real estate ac- 
quired during the Nazi period. 

The court found that the real 
estate—formerly used for em- 
bassy buildings—has belonged 
to Jews who were forced by the 
Nazis to give up their property. 

All of the. real estate, except 
Japan's lies in the Tiergarten 
area, West Berlin's prewar dip- 
lomatic district. Allied bomb- 


ers flattened the district during 
World War II. 


The Japanese property, some 
distance from the Tiergarten, 
includes a partly damaged build- 
ing that was used by Japan’s 
Naval attache. After the war, 
Japan opened an embassy in 
Bonn. ' 

Suits to recover the property 
were brought before the court 
by the former owners, or their 
heirs. All of the suits were op- 
posed on the ground that the 
property had been properly 
paid for.

Based on New Process 


By LOUISE DIBBLE 
Willy Seiler is back in his types of the Pacific area. Though 


there a good supply of dolls 
boxed and ready for delivery, 
dolimaking at the Seiler studio 
has been discontinued. The 
work is rewarding, the artist 
says. but takes too much time 
from the more serious aspects 
of his career. 

When Seller came to Japan, 
he told the customs officials he 
would be here for six weeks. 
Twenty years later, he's still 
here. He is 55 years old, was 
born in Dresden and studied 
there and in Munich and Paris. 
His father was an artist, and 
young Seiler was taught how 
to use crayons before he could 
walk. Among the cities in 
which he has exhibited are 
Rome, Paris, Tehran, San Fran- 
cisco and Mexico City. 

Seiler reports that in Europe 
the interest in things Japanese 
is as great as it is currently in 
the United States. 

"The greatest contributing fac- 
tor to this European interest,” 
he said, “is the ever-shortening 
distance in time between Japan 
and Europe. When I first came 
out here from Germany, it took 
eight weeks to make the trip. 
Now it takes two days.” 

Seller's stwilo is open to visi- 
tors every cay. Asked for direc- 
tions to f¢ive newcomers who 
might want to visit the studio, 
the artist had a simple response. 

“Just say, “Willy § Seliler’s 
Studio’ to any taxi driver,” he 
said, “there isn't one in Karul- 
zawa who doesn't know the 
way.”

The Green’s an Open Book! 


If you are a_ beginning 
golfer, you need not worry 
about “reading” greens. 

However, if you are a more 
advanced player—one who 
has the mechanics of a good 
putting stroke down—the in- 
formation you may obtain 
from noticing how the grain 
is running on a green can be 
valuable.

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Attitude of South Korea 


The Japan-Republic of Korea talks for normalization 
of relations are being resumed and a preliminary meeting 
of the delegates was held in Tokyo on Wednesday. The 
negotiations had been suspended for eight months, having 
been. broken off by the Koreans in protest against Japan's 
decision to repatriate Korean residents to the Communist- 
controlled area of North Korea if they so wished. 

The resumption of the talks is the consequence of an 
offer from Seoul to proceed with the negotiations uncondi- 
tionally, made, it is believed, with the encouragement of 
the United States, but it is obvious that the repatriation 
issue still rankles with the ROK side. ' 

The repatriation scheme itself takes a step forward 
with the announcement on Tuesday that the International 
Hed Cross Committee had decided to help the Japan Red 
Cross in carrying out the repatriation of Koreans from 
Japan to Korea—whether to Communist North Korea or 
to South Korea. Accordingly, Mr. Tadatsugu Shimazu, 
president of the Japan Red Cross, emphasizes that prepara- 
tions must now be speeded up in view of the agreement 
that will come into force upon signing by his organization 
and the North Korea Red Cross delegates. This agreement 
was signed in Calcutta yesterday. Presumably the Inter- 
national Red Cross Committee will act only in an advisory 
capacity and endeavor to smooth out any practical diffi- 
eulties that may arise. 

Mr. Shimazu states that efforts to complete repatriation 
facilities will be made and also to extend relief as soon as 
possible to prospective Korean repatriates. The Japanese 
Government presumably will keep a close watch on the 
proceedings so as to ensure that they are conducted smooth- 
ly and efficiently, and that no grounds for complaint arise 
in a matter that has become one of international concern. 

The planned repatriation proceedings should now be 

forward without delay, and we hope to see what 
been a trying problem for all concerned completely 
solved in the near future. We hope, too, that the Seoul 
Government will come to see matters in their true light 
and realize that Japan is striving to do her best for the 
future welfare of all the Koreans who are stranded in this 
country. Sore points in the Dost should be forgotten and 
a fresh page in history turn 

Unfortunately, at Wednesday’s preliminary talk on the 
normalization of relations, Mr. Huh Chung, the chief ROK 
delegate, adopted a rather uncompromising stand. Some 
of his remarks were quite unjustified. We are perfectly in 
accord with Mr. Huh in saying that the Republic of Korea 
Government is the only lawful government in Korea, and 
that Japan is one of the free nations and owes allegiance 
to Free World causes and principles, but we cannot agree 
that this country has done anything to encourage the Com- 
munists against the Seoul Government. The despatch of 
some repatriates to North Korea at their own desire could 
not amount to that, nor is it intended to be a recognition 
of the Pyongyang authorities as a legally constituted 
government. 

While Seoul newspapers are calling upon the ROK 
Government to include the repatriation plan in the agenda 
of the resumed Tokyo talks and to persuade Japan to desist

A Government-controlled paper in Seoul says “what hap- 
pens to our people in Japan is the key to such other matters 
as fisheries, trade, and the establishment of diplomatic 
relations” but, although we understand Seoul’s natural 
concern for the welfare of all Koreans, we cannot agree 
that Japan’s sincere endeavor to find a solution to a thorny

Exchange Visits 


The news of the Khrushchev- 
Eisenhower exchange of visits 
had considerable impact. Many 
columnists held that the historic 
interchange would be to the 
West's advantage, demonstrat- 
ing to Khrushchev that the U.S. 
was strong and unified and af- 
fording Eisenhower the chance 
to make another breach in the 


Soviet’s self-imposed “cordon 
sanitaire” against Western 
The development was seen 


by some as a retreat from multi- 
lateral diplomacy and an at- 
tempt by both sides to open up 
fresh avenues of negotiation. 
Others feared the adverse effect 
on the people of the satellite 
nations and on anti-Communists 
everywhere. And while the 
exchange was not regarded of- 
ficially as a “summit” or as for- 
mal bijateral negotiations, the 
consensus was that the U.S., for 
reason or another, had 
yielded to Khrushchev’s insist- 
ence on top-level Soviet-Ameri- 
can talks.

But 
who can argue that these small 
beginnings are not preferable 
to the brinkmanghip that poses 
nuclear suicide as an alter- 
native.” 

Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, regarded 
the reeiprocal tours as “a far- 
reaching and sensational event— 
a diplomatic breakthrough—a 
deliberate change of diplomatic 
strategy by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration.” It-is a sharp 
break “with the previous U.S. 
position of no top-level talks un- 
til something was achieved by 
the foreign ministers and a con- 
cession to the Soviet aim of bi- 
lateral talks at the peak. 

Why the departure? Because 
the West has been unable to get 
an agreement at Geneva at a 
price it would pay, and because 
a new strategy was needed to 
permit both sides to back away 
from a showdown over Berlin, 
for which neither East nor West 
was eager. 


“What we have backed away 
into is a round of popular dip- 
lomacy which draws its energy 
from the popular feeling every- 
where that a nuclear war must 
be avoided. For the time being 
at least, the professional diplo- 
mats and the old chieftains ab- 
road have been pushed aside by 
the politicians who are far more 
‘flexible’ than the diplomats ever 
dreamed of being.” | 


Mr. Nixon’s Mission 


The verdict on the Vice Pres- 
ident’s precedent - making trip 
to the Soviet Union and Poland 
was almost unanimously favor- 
able. He was especially prais- 
ed for the favorable public 
image of America he projected 
to the Russian public and for 


the combination of bluntness .- 


and tact with which he ap- 
proached political issues. But 
whether his mission was a gain 
for the West or for world peace, 
or whether it had any signifi- 
cant effect at all, was doubted 
in most quarters. 

Edgar Ansel Mowrer, in the 
Boston Globe, questioned the 
value of visits to the USSR by 
American leaders, since “the 
Russian people have not now 
and will not for some time to 
come, have anything to say 
about their Government’s for- 
eign policy and they can at any 
time be dragged kicking into 
any sort of war the Kremlin 
may desire.” 

The Vice President's chief ac- 
complishment was the exposure 
of the Soviet Government’s fear 
of the truth, “their almost 
pathological fear of exposing 
their subjects to counterpropa- 
ganda, especially when backed 
by anything as real as the Amer- 
ican exhibition in Moscow.” 

This is demonstrated by the 
massive efforts of the Soviet 
press and radio to denigrate 
Nixon and the American fair. 
But both have had an impact on 
the Soviet people. “Obviously 
not since almost a million Rus- 
sians under Gen, Viasov volun- 
tarily took part in German at- 
tacks against their own country 
has anything so shaken the self- 
confidence of the Soviet rulers.”
